SUGGESTION TO THE POPE 


Protestant Clergymen Think He 
Should Tone Down Utter- 
ances of Prelates. 


The Evangelical Alliance, an associa- 
tion of Protestant , Ministers, at its 
monthly meeting Monday at the Y. M. 
Cc. A, Building, adopted resolutions con- 
demning the utterances of Archbishop 
Glennon in a sermon at St. Joseph’s 
Convent, Carondelet, Sunday, March 19, 
in which he was quoted as saying: 

“The world today is practically divided 
into two camps. On one side is the 
Catholic church, standing for the re- 
ligious training of children; on the other, 
the rest of the world, practically united 
in opposition to the Catholic church, and 
consequently in opposition to all reli- 
gious instruction and against religion 
itself.”’ 

Amazement Expressed. 
' Omitting the preamble, the resolutions 
were: 

“Resolved, That we are amazed to find 
this spirit in the city of St. Louis in the 
year of our Lord 1911; 

‘Resolved, That we congratulate our- 
“selves that the only ecclesiastical fire of 
which we are in danger today is that 
kindled by the burning words of our 
Archbishop, who consigns us in his 
thought to the Kingdom of Satan; 

. “Resolved, That we believe, since 
Protestants are universally tolerant and 
kindly in their feelings toward the Cath- 
olies, that the Roman Catholics also 
have sufficiently grown in cnarity and 
zoud will to permit Protestants to live 
and move and have their being, labeled 
as so many representatives of the King- 
lom of Satan:

They were offered from the floor by the 
Rev. J. Layton Mauze. When the ques- 
tion was put on the adoption of the res- 
olutions by the Rev. W. J. McKittrick, 
pastor of the t irst Presbyterian Church, 
who presided, it seemed that the vote 
Was unanimous. 

“If there is anybody ee ’ the chair- 
man began, “who ’ would not’ wish to 
indorse this rebuke’’——

Praises Catholic Work. 
Earlier in the meeting the Rev. Mr.

“IT am not prepared to enter into any 
discussion with the members of the 
Evangelical Alliance. If they want to 
know what I said, it would be better 
for them to know it from me. Then 
they would be sure to have itt correctly. 

“f would say that all the efforts of 
evangelical bodies in the interest of 
Christian educativn, in the form of 
Christian schoois and colleges, have my 
sympathy and approval, and my re- 
marks were not inténded to outlaw 
them.

ELECTION BOARDS 


Hadley Indorses Measure for St. 
Louis, Pointing to Uncon- 
stitutional Clause. 


FAVORS OTHER PROVISIONS 


Dominant Parties to Submit 
Names From Which Four Are . 
to Be Chosen. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 27.—Gov. 
Hadley today signed the bills creating 
bi-partisan election boards for Kansas 
City and St. Louis. The former was 
introduced by Senator Casey and the 
latter by Senator Kinney. The laws are 
similar in character. 

The St. Louis bill provides for a board 
of four members, two to be appointed 
from each of the dominant parties by 
the Governor from a list of six na'nes 
submitted by the State committees. The 
provision requiring the Governor to ap- 
point the members of the boards from 
lists of names submitted by the State 


committees is unconstitutional under 
previous decisions of the Supreme Court. 

This provision was the suggestion of 
Joe Shannon, chairman of the’ Detno- 
cratic State Committee. He came to 
Jefferson City while the Democrats 
were trying to put through a@ caucus 
measure providing for the election of 
election commissioners, two from each 
party. At the same time Representative 
Lioyd of St. Louis had a bill pending in 
the Legislature providing for the ap- 
pointment of bi-partisan boards for 
Kansas City and St. Louis by the Goy- 
ernor. 

Measures Like Lioyd Bill, 

Shannon switched the Democrats and 
they prepared ahd introduced the meas- 
ures signed today, which are similar to 
the Lloyd bill approved by Governor 
Hadley, except that these contain. the 
provision that the commissioners must 
be taken from names suggested by the 
party committees. 

The laws repealed by the bills signed 
by the Governor today provided for two 
commissioners of the party controlling 
the governorship and one of the next 
highest party. It was enacted by Dem- 
ecrata a number. of years ago: 

Democrats are chargingin State con- 
tests that the minority commissioner on 
the board in St. Louis was not permit- 
ted by the majority to name judges and 


in the preliminary preparation for the 
election. In other years Republicans 
made similar charges. 

The bills provide that the Secretary 
of the Cemmission shall be selected 
from one of the parties and the Presi- 
dent of the board from the other. The 
term of office provided is three years. 

Points Invalid Portions, 

“The provision,’ says the Executive, 
“that the Governor shall make his ap- 
pointment from six eligible persons who 
shall be recommended by the State 
Committee of the Republican and Demo- 
eratic parties, is under the decision of 
the Supreme Court, unconstitutional, for 
the reason that it impairs the right of 
the chief executive to make appoint- 
ment of executive officers, by delegating 
that power to a non-official body. 

‘The Bills therefore simply provide for 
the appointment of a bipartisan Board 
of Election Commissioners in Kansas 
City and St. Louis, to be chosen from 
each of the two leading political parties. 
In this regard I consider the bills prop- 
er and advisable measures. Under the 
provisions of our ‘present statutes, the 
bipartisan idea in the selection of boards 
of election commissioners is provided 
for, but in an imperfect, and, at times, 
an unsatisfactory manner.”’

FIGHT ON FLAMES 


Assistant Fire Chief’s Hair Is 
Scorched in Spectacular 
Night Blaze 
Spectators in Autos From 
St. Louis. 


The fourth fire within a few months 


.. in Schofield place, two miles west of the 


city limits, on an extension of Page 
boulevard, at 4 a. m. Monday, destroyed 
four buildings and six small outbuild- 
ings. Fourteen two-story flats were 
saved from the flames by firemen, who 
tore away porches, fences and expesed 
wood portions of the buildings. 

The fire was.fanned by a wind, which 
at times had a velocity of, about forty 
miles an hour. There is no available 
water supply-in Schofield place, and-the 
firemen were compelled to rely’solely 
on two small chemical engines. 

Spectators From Afar. 

The fire started in the grocery store 
of Bon Signore Leggio at 1278 Fergu- 
son avenue and spread to the Midland 
Building, a large two-story brick. From 
there it spread to a feed store conduct- 
ed by J. J. Surkamp-in a new two-story 
frame building, and to the building oc- 
cupied by the Midland fire department. 

Surkamp suffered the loss of his feed 
store by fire five weeks ago, and his 
new building was completed last week. 
At the former fire the Midland Butld- 
ing was damaged, and the fire depart- 
ment’s building was destroyed. A new 
fire department buflding had also just 
been completed. 

The giare of the fire attracted fully 
1500 persons to the scene, men and wom- 
en coming from farm houses and sur- 
rounding towns, and a number of per- 
sons from St. Louis going out in auto- 
mobiles when they saw the sky light- 
ed by what appeared to be a great con- 
flagration. 

Fire Engine Is Saved. 

The engine house of the Midland vol- 
unteer fire department was half a block 
from where the fire started. Without 
waiting for the volunteers, persons liv- 
ing in the neighborhood hauled out the 
chemical engine but did not know how 
to use it. The engine house burned, 
But the engine was saved. The Unit- 
versity City fire department responded 
to a call but was too late to be of 
service. 

By the time it arrived the four builld- 
ings were practically a total loss, and 
the aitention of the firemen was di- 
rected toward saving the adjoining flats. 
The lack of water handicapped the fire- 
men, and they could do effective work 
only by tearing away wood portions of 
buildings, which were inflammable. 

Forty residents of the flats left their 
homes and helped the firemen extin- 
suish the fire. Mrs. G. Schneider, who 
lives in a flat near the fire, packed 
all her dlothing and moved her furniture 
near the door. She said it wes the fifth 
time she had done this in a few months. 


Loss Placed at $10,000. 

Mrs. Sophia Tiernan, owner of the 
Midland Building, served hot coffee to 
the firemen at 5 a. m., after they had 
worked more than an hour in the cold 
wind. ; 

Walter. Glover, Assistant Chief 'of the 
Midland Fire Department, suffered 
burns about his head. His hair and eye- 
lashes were scorched. 

The loss is estimated by the owners 
to be in excess of $10,000. 

Mrs. Schneider's son, Ilmer, 11 years 
old, was most concerned about his hen 
and 17 chickens in the barn. He placed 
them in a basket, carried them to his

PHILADELPHIA, March 27.—Booker 
T. Washington, negro educater, ad- 
Gressed a large audience in the Broad 
Street Theater here yesterday on “The 
Moral Uplift of a Race,” his first pub- 
lic address since he was attacked last 


week in New York, and his audience, 
composed almost exclusively of white 
people} showed sympathy with him by 
frequent applause. 

After the lecture, in an interview, he 
spoke of his gratitude for the manner 
in which his friends in aii parts of the 
country had come to his stwpport and 
said he believed Ulrich did right in at- 
tacking him. 

Albert Ulrich, who attacked Washing- 
ton, pleaded in defense that he believed 
the educator was prowling in a hallway. 
Washington intimated here that pro- 
ceedings against Ulrich would be 
dropped, but declared this a matter to 
which his lawyers would attend. He 
said he could not be sure they would 
allow him to retire from the prosecu- 
tion. 

“I believe Mr. Ulrich was justified in 
attacking not only me, but any other 
man under similar ctrocumstances,” said 
Washington. ‘I was in the hall of the 
house and was peering at the name- 
plates on the doors in an effort to find 
one of my business acquaintances. 

“After the charges had been brought I 
learned that Ulrich had a daughter, and 
that several efforts had been made to 
kidnap her. There seems to be little 
doubt but that Ulrich thought I might 
be a kidnaper. If so, he was perfectly 
justified in attacking me. No man 
could have done otherwise under the 
circumstances. 

“I have no personal feeling against 
Mr. Ulrich. To my mind he did the 
manly thing.’’

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BARONESS ELOPES. 
BARON SUES HER 
RELATIVES. LOSES 


Lord Derby, as Witness in Slan- 
der Proceeding, Fails De For- 
est Utterly. 


LONDON, March 27.—The suit brought 
by the wealthy young Baron Arnold de 
Forest against his mother-in-law, Lady 
Mary Gerard, and the latter’s brother, 


Henry Milner, for slander, was tried to- 
day, and collapsed suddenly when Lord 
Derby, to whom the slanders were al- 
leged to have been confided, swore that 
he had no recollection of them. 

Sir Edward Clarke, counsel for the 
plafntiff, thereupon announced that he 
was unable to proceed, in view of the 
lack of evidence, and judgment for the 
defendants was returned. 

Baron de Forest, whose marriage to 
the widow of Menier, the chocolate man- 
ufacturer of France, was annulled sub- 
sequently, entered English society and 
married Miss Gerard, who is very 
wealthy, having inherited most of the 
fortune of the late Baron Hirsch. 

The wife, who is described as beauti- 
ful and ~accomplished, later vanished 
from her home and, according to the 
plaintiff, departed in the company of 
Lieut. H. C. 8. Ashton of the Second 
lAfe Guards. 

The plaintiff alleged that the conduct 
of his wife was approved by Lady 
Gerard and Milner in utterances reflect- 
ing on him. Milner, who married the 
Duchess of Montrose, denies having ut- 
tered the alleged slanders. 

Sir Edward Clarke opened the proceed- 
ings’ by describing the married life of 
the De Forests, which he said was 
happy until one night in May, 1909, 
when after a ball, the Baroness refused 
to go home with her husband. Instead, 
she went away with the young guards- 
man, Ashton, and on the next day con- 
fessed to her husband in the presence of 
her mother and her uncle, Milner, that 
she had been at fault. The matter was 
patched up, and the Baroness returned 
to De Forest. 

In the course of his statement, Sir 
Edward Clarke @ivulged that it was 
the Baroness de Forest with whom Ash- 
ton eloped to Palma in February, 1910, 
instead of the daughter of a high court 
functionary, as was reported at the 
time. Subsequently De Forest again for- 
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Limantour and De La Barra Not 
Acceptable to Revolutionary

WASHINGTON, March 9#7.—‘‘LdAman- 
teur is Diaz, Diaz is Limantour,” and 
both will have to go before the revelu- 
tionists will lay down their arms to 
censider peace,”’ said Gustavo Madero, 
brother of the leader of the Mexican 
revolutionists, passfig through Wash- 
ington today on his way to San An- 

tonio. 

Neither Diaz, Limantour nor De la 
Barra will do. Diaz must resign, Ma- 
dero declares, and a new election, free 
from Diaz influences, must be held be- 
fore the Maderists, will consider peace. 
This is the stand of the leaders of the 
revolutionists here. 

According to the revolutionists here, 
Diaz has simply been a figurehead for 
more than two years, and Limantour 
has been the real head of the Govern- 
ment. President Diaz wanted to quit 
tefore the last election, but Limantour 
ond Creel induced him to remain in the 
campaign. 

Expect No Reforms, 

The revolutionists say Limantour and 
De La Barra have always worked hand 
in hand, and that any reforms they 
may promulgate will bear the stamp 
of the Diaz oligarchy. 

While the officials of the State and 
War Departments will not talk for 
publication, many of them are of the 
opinion that the insurgents will refuse 
to heed the appeal for a. reunited Mex- 
ico until every vestige of the Diaz re- 
gime ts wiped out. At the War Depart- 
ment it is believed that the fighting in 
Mexico will continue into the summer. 

Senor de la Barra told the President 
that, with Lémanteour and himself at the 
head of the nation, peace would be re- 
stored; that both have a large personal 
following among the insurgents, inc!ud- 
Ing the Madero family. This is denied 
by Gustavo Madero. 

Limantour Ineligible.  \ 

The revolutionists say neither Liman- 
teur nor Creel can ever become Presi- 
dent of Mexico, one of the parents of 
each having been foreign born. Li- 
mantour’s father was a Frenchman and 
served at Vera Cruz as Consul. Creel’s 
father was a Kentuckian. The Mexican 
Constitution provides;that a citizen, to 
be eligible for the presidency, must 
have had native-born parents. 

The revolutionists say this leaves De 
la Barra as the only Diaz-Limantour 
choice as Diaz’s successor, and they 
will not consider him, they assert.

MODENA, Italy, March 27.—Gen. Ber- 
nardo Reyes, the Mexican soldier, who 
is mentioned as likely to return to his 
former post of Minister of War in the 
Cabinet of President Dias, left here to- 
day for Parts. He said he expected 
the new ministry would be formed be- 
fore his arrival at the French capital.

NEW YORK, March 27.—Search of the 
Asch Building at 23-29 Washington place, 
and correction of the lists at the morgue 
fixes at 144 the number of those who 
lost their lives in the fire which swept 
the factory of the Triangle Waist Co. 
Saturday afternoon. Included in this 
total is a skull whose torso has not 
been found, and two bodies reported by 
the police to be in the flooded sub-cellar 
of the building. Fifty bodies at the 
morge have not been identified. Ther 
were 16 men killed and 128 women. 
Twelve injured are in hospitals. 

Investigation by the authorities has 
brought the conclusion that the fire was 
caused by the ignition, if not the ex- 
plosion of gasoline used in heating 
pressing irons in the finishing room on 
the eighth floor. Fire Chief Croker be+ 
lieves that the spark which fired this 
ghsoline came from a cigarette which 
burned long after it had been carelessly 
flung away. 

District Attorney Whitman started an 
official investigation today to fix the 
responsibility for the horror. 


Many Buildings as Bad, 
Marshal Beers summoned the

I1on doors hinged in 
the middle opened on this fire escape. 
When properly opened, these doors shut 
back against the walls and were held 
there by an iron hook. But Saturday 
many of these doors were not properly 
ajar. 

The hooks were simply dropped be- 
tween two of the iron slips that go to 
form the floor of the fire escape, with 
the result that the iron doors became 
two ‘“‘V’s,’”’ practically closing the fire 
escape from use, as the space between 
the base of the V and the outer rail- 
ing of the fire escape was not enough 
for a person to pass except by tightly 
squeezing. The fire escape became hope- 
lessly clogged as-a result.

Ida Singer Found Half Conscious, but Little In- 
jured, Hanging By Her Clething From 
Third-Story Projection. 
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By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, March 27.—Ida Singer, 


a 17-year-old shirt-waist maker, who 
lies in her home suffering from a few 
minor bruises'and cuts, has perhaps the 
strangest story to tell of any of the 
hundreds who escaped death in the 
Washington place fire horror. 

She was found by firemen hanging, 
half-conscious, to a spike in the rear 
wall of the building, opposite the third- 
floor landing. She had fallen from the 
fire escape at the ninth floor, but the 
spike’ caught her clothing and saved 
her life. 

“When I first heard the alarm,” she 
says, “I was paralyzed with fear. Il 
was too weak to run. 
to a back window, and I remember 1 
was crying bitterly as I raised a win- 
dow opening on the narrow fire escape. 


I half crawled 


“Blames were roaring out of the win- 
dows below, but I knew I had to go 


down the narrow fire escape, so I 


climbed out. As I did so, I looked back 
and saw many girls rushing toward the 


window I had gone through. I was glad 
they were coming, and I stopped crying. 
“7 felt I had to get.down ahead of 
them. The iron steps of the ladder 
were hot and getting hotter as I went 
down. I had taken probably three steps 
downward when the first of the girls 
rolled out of the window above me, 
crashing down an me, and I lost my 
balance and felt myself falling. I re- 
member I was almost glad of it before 
I lost my senses. 

“When I woke up I was in the funni- 
est position. I had to stop and study 
it out. My hands were down by my 
feet, and I was doubled up. I heard 
men and women, far off, shouting and 
screaming. I tried to move and 
couldn't. After a long time I hgard a 
voice, and.a window was opened. Two 
men got hold of me and took me inside 
the building. My coat, skirt and hat 
remained on a big spike in the wall. 
‘‘The men wanted to know how I got 
caught on that spike and I told them 
fell from the ninth floor. In spite of 
the horror of the situation, we all 
laughed. 

“But I shall never forget what I saw 
below me when I was hanging on that 
spike. I saw men and women piled up 
on top of one another. Some were quite 
still, and others were frantically wav- 
ing their arms and shouting.

PUBLIC SCHOOL SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Failure of children to graduate from the gram- 
mar or high schools on account of poverty is 
an evil that is being lessened by the splendid 
work of public-spirited citizens. Under the new 
head of “Scholarship Aid,” the report of the Board 
of Education shows that, during the past year, 
20 children were enabled to continue in school 
who would otherwise have been compelled to go 
to work to aid their families. - 

The “scholarships” take the form of weekly 
payments to the child’s parents upon the pre- 
sentation of a satisfactory report from the teach- 
er regarding the child’s attendance, scholarship 
and conduct during the week. This plan was in- 
augurated by N. O. Nelson, four years ago. During 
the year ending June 30, 1910, 15 children were 
kept at school through his assistance. The in- 
terest in this form of philanthropy appears to be 
growing. : 

For persons of means who, like Abou Ben Ad- 
hem, “love their fellow men,’ the opportunity 
to act as a “big brother” to some child by en- 
abling it to obtain an education, is very attrac- 
tive. And the results are likely to afford a more 
satisfactory remembrance of the doer and his 
deed than the most costly monument. It would 
be well if enough citizens with the means to do 
s0 would come forward and provide a number of 
these “scholarships” sufficient to enable all chil- 
dren handicapped by poverty to graduate.

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THE MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 

_ The recent effort of members of the Municipal 
Assembly, working in conjunction with repre- 
sentatives of the United Railways, to fasten on 
St. Louis the present monopoly street railway 
system with all of its conditions that insure in- 
adequate service and public exploitation, édiotin 
sizes the importance of the municipal election 
on April 4. That the era of attempted franchise 
grabbing in this city is not over is shown not 
only by that assault on public rights and inter- 
ests, but by the pending Southern Traction fran- 
chise bill, which violates several fundamental 
principles and policies which should govern fran- 
chise legislation. 

With these outcroppings of vicious methods 
of the past; with serious problems concerning 
the free bridge, Terminal adjustment, municipal 
public service to be settled, citizens cannot af- 
ford to be indifferent to the choice of munici- 
pal legislators. We must yet @etermine our 
policy with regard to the regulation of public 


utility corporations in the light of facts to be 
made public by tthe Public Service Commis- 


sion.. There is dynamite in that situation. Leg- 
islation during the next two years may be de- 
cisive in its bearing on municipal conditions for 
the next half century, the lifetime of most liv- 
ing St. Louisans. 

It is imperative that honest men of intelli- 
gence and public spirit who will be faithful to 
the public interest be elected to the Municipal 
Assembly. The best men on either ticket should 
be selected by the voters, but wisdom suggests 
that the candidates being equal in known qual- 
ifications, the Democratic candidate should be 
preferred to the Republican. 

The political situation is unusual. The Re- 
publican party is in control of the govern- 
ment. The question of spoils is dominant. The 
party is split into factions by a quarrel over 
the distribution of the offices. The organiza- 
tion which nominated the Republican ticket is 
opposed to the Mayor ¢nd is seeking the 
power to control him through the control of 
the Municipal Assembly. 
larly want to elect the Council ticket for the 
purpose of controlling the Mayor’s appointments. 
The election of the Republican Council ticket 
would probably result in a deadlock which 
would block all municipal work, or in a com- 
bine which would place the control. of the city 
government in the hands of a powerful machine 
working for party advantage, regardless of pub- 
lic interest. 

On the other hand, although the Democratic 
organization is in bad repifite, it is weak. The 
Council ticket is practically independent of the 
machine. It was chosen to regain public confi- 
dence. Without hope of spoils, the candidates 
if elected, will have no end to serve except the 
public end. They will not themselves be able 
to control the Council, but they can join with 
the best Republicans in support of sound public 
measures. They will be more likely than their 
Republican opponents to co-operate with the 
Mayor on sound measures and to oppose unsound 
party policies. A group of capable and honest 
Democratic councilmen would serve as a public 
“watch” and a salutary check on the dominant 
party. The Municipal Assembly needs a vigilant 
and aggressive opposition to expose and restrain 
partisan tendencies and schemes.

Judge Treadwell, wearying 
of seeing Jack peel off hundred-dollar 
bills to pay fines, finally gave him time 
to think it over. Jack’s lawyers are 
trying to appeal the case. Notice! 
Every time Jack’s name is mentioned 
there ig, a lawyer somewhere in the 
background or the foreground—some- 
times a whole firm of lawyers. And 
yet people wonder if Johnson will ever 
have to fight again. 

Johnson has two troubles. The first 
is that he just loves to shove ’er wide 
open and let ‘er rip. And the other is 
that policemen have developed a fond- 
ness for arresting him. It makes a cop 
feel fine and chesty to lay hands on the 
man Jeffries couldn’t lick and drag him 
ignominiously to jail. Jack mournfully 
remarked to me once that New York 
police would arrest him for speeding if 
he was backing up. 

Johnson must be a pretty good driv- 
er, for as far as I know he has never 
had a serious accident. And he has 
been trundling a car around the coun- 
try ever since he beat Tommy Burns. 
He thinks that auto driving is the best 
kind of training for his peculiar style 
of boxing and blocking. Handling’ the 
big steering. wheel develops his arms, 
and Johnson fights with his arms more 
than any other fighter in the ring. 
Others use legs and body much more 
than Johnson. The champion depends 
upon the great strength of his arms, 
which are tremendously thick and heavy 
in proportion to his torso. 

A Real Clever Heavyweight. 

Jim Savage, who put Moran out of 
the ‘‘white hope’’ class and who boxes 
Maxson tonight at the Olympic, its t 
cleverest heavyweight in sight just 
now. He has perfected a style that he 
originally picked up while training Bob 
Fitzsimmons years ago, Funny lots of 
men learned the best part of their fight- 
ing from that same Fitzsimmons. Mc- 
Coy began in Fitzsimmons’ camp as a 
}combination dishwasher and _ sparring 
partner. Jeffries learned the best part 
of his boxing from Fitzsimmons. Joe 


was beginning his fighting career, and 
he followed Fitz around the country, 
studied him in his exhibitions and 
copied his style as closely as he could. 
But to go back to Savage—he has be- 
come a very likely heavyweight. He is 
fast, very clever and a very hard hit- 
ter.
